This is a decision on applicant's petition under 37 CFR 1.181 filed July 16, 2008 requesting 
withdrawal of the finality of the Office action mailed April 16, 2008. 

The petition is DISMISSED AS MOOT. 

Applicant alleges that the finality of the April 1 6, 2008 Office action was premature as the 
amendment of claim 23 does not necessitated the new ground of rejection. Applicant asserts that 
claim 23 was rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations of claims 22 and 12 upon 
which claim 23 depended, and a new limitation that provides proper antecedent basis for the 
operation of shutting off fuel flow to the power generator. The new limitation in claim 23 was added 
for the purpose of improving the claim's clarity. 

A review of the file record shows that a non-final Office action was mailed on October 1 8, 2007 in 
which the elected claims 12-23 and 47 were rejected. Applicant filed a response on January 21, 2008 
amending claims 12, 13, 16, 18-23 and 47, cancelling claims 15 and arguing the rejection. The 
examiner issued a final Office action on April 16, 2008 again rejecting all the elected claims. 
Applicant timely filed this petition on July 16, 2008. The examiner withdrew the April 16, 2008 final 
Office action and issued a non-final Office action on October 20, 2008. 

As the corrective action has been made, the issue raised in the petition is now moot.
